No Definite Arrangements for 
Return Route of 'Battle- 
ships 



FLEET FOR COAST 



House Committee on Navy, Contem- 
plates Building of Four More 
Big Battleships. 



Now York, Aug. 27. — Congressman 
E. W. Roberts, of Massachusetts, a 
member of tbo house committee on 
naval affairs, who is hero with his 
follow members of tbo committee In- 
vestigating the needs of the Brooklyn' 
navy yard, said that the trip of the 
battleship fleet through the straits of 
Magellan is for practical reasons 
nlone. 

"We have all read with interest the 
discussion of the two routes," said 
Representative Roberts. "Now there 
is not ono .of us who docs not believo 
that the Suez route is both easier and 
cheaper, but the navy wishes now to 
work out some tactical problems while 
,we aro at peace, problems that 
might become strategical oties in time 
of war. It is best that they should 
go by the hard route, if wc wish to 
so designate it. Not only will the 
ships be tried out on the long run. 
but the voyage will determine some of 
our needs in the Pacific, particularly 
in tlie way of coaling stations on tho 
mainland. I have not the slightest 
doubt that $1,000,000 will be used up 
in tho Pacific trip. It will be costly, 
but as tho naval tacticians wish to de- 
termine certain things, now Is tho 
Urn e." 

Representative Foss, of Illinois, 
chairman of the committee, made tho 
announcement that the committee 
would probably ask for four more bat- 
tleships at the next session of con- 
gress. He said: "We may as well 
make up our minds now that it is ne- 
cessary to maintain a large fleet In 
tho Pacific. Our interests are too 
great on that coast to do otherwise. 
It is probable that the committee will 
ask for four battleships, to be of more 
than 110,000 tons, and 115,000 tons if 
practicable. Of course, what the tem- 
per of the 400 members of the house 
is is yet conjectural, but we feel that 
at least two great ships will be built." 

Washington, Aug. 117. — At the south- 
ern drill grounds, 40 miles off tho 
Chesapeake cape, Admiral Evans' fleet 
which sailed from Hampton Roads 
yesterday,* will remain two weeks 
practicing fleet and squadron forma- 
tions, following which will be the re- 
gular fall target practice, occupying 
possibly a month. Acting Secretary 
Newberry said today that the ships 
would then so to the navy yards, 
Where, in two weeks, they should be 
put in porfect condition, the actual 
start being made about tho middle of 
December. 

None of the itineraries so far pre- 
pared by the navy department are An- 
al. If the decision as to the route of 
the big ships Is in favor of a return 
by the Cape of Good Hope, the fleet 
will sail from San Francisco about 
tho end of next summer, steaming 
across the Pacific, calling at Honolu- 
lu and probably heading thence for 
Australia. If the Suez route is set- 
tled upon the fleet after leaving Puget 
Sound will probably swing to the 
northwest, skirting tho coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the Aleutian islands, 
across the Pacific by the shortest 
great circle route, which will take the 
ships close to Japan and thence to 
Manila, whero they will make a short 
stop before passing through the 
straits of Malacca and entering the 
Indian ocean. The navy department 
will relieve some of the present com- 
manding officers of the battleships be- 
fore the cruise is begun, because they 
will have already served nearly tho 
full term of sea duty. 



TROUBLE IN IRELAND 

Member Farrell and Forty Other Men 
Arrested » 

Longford, Ireland, Aug. 27. — James 
P. Farrell, Irish nationalist member of 
parliament for North Longford, and 
forty others, were arrested early today 
and arc now being tried by a special 
court convened for the purpose on- the 
charge of taking part in "an unlaw- 
ful assemblage, likely to cause a riot." 

Mr. Farrell has been holding meet- 
ings throughout his constituency, at 
which exciting scenes occurred be- 
tween nationalists and members of 
tho Sinn Fein society. In addition 
many cattle have been driven from 
the grazing lan'ls district, which the 
prosecution alleges was encouraged by 
Mr. Farrell and other speakers. Large 
forces of police arc being dispatched 
here, trouble being anticipated. 

Mr. Farrell is tho editor and pro- 
prietor of the Longford Leader, a Na- 
tionalist newspaper, circulated in the 
counties of Longfordj Westmeah, Ros- 
common and Loltrim, and is the au- 
thor of "A History of the County of 
Longford." At the general election of 
1000 Mr. Farrell was returned unop- 
posed from North Longford, succeed- 
ing Justice McCarthy, who resigned. 

Mr. Farrell and the other persons 
taken into custody with him wore 
committed for trial at the assize court, 
bail being allowed. 

Dublin, Aug. 11 1.— Tonight's Issue of 
the Official Gazette will contain a proc- 
lamation by the lord-lieutenant in 
council declaring that certain counties 
and districts are In a, 'state of dis- 
turbance, and empowering tho lord- 
lieutenant in council to order extra 
forces of police to those parts of the 
country.

Tho Hague, Aug. 27. — Joseph H. 
Choate and James Crown Scott, for 
the American delegation to theApoace 
conference, have brought up a new 
proposition with respect to allotment 
of judges for tho international high 
court of justice. In this proposition 
the United States announces tho will- 
ingness of all tho countries of the Am- 
erican continent, !r. flng the United 
States, to have four Judges appointed 
for the twenty-one countries of tho 
continent, on the understanding that 
this will reduce tho number of judges 
to fifteen. The proposition does not go 
any further, but it is understood that 
the Americans hope the other contin- 
ents will take similar action, that Asia 
will be allotted two judges and Europe 
nine. 

The committee having the subject in 
charge today completed the first read- 
ing of the revised version of the Am- 
erican proposition for tho establish- 
ment of an international high court of 
Justice, and the second reading has 
been fixed for Sept. 2. Mr. Choate 
explained some of the doubtful points 
regarding tho jurisdiction of the court. 
Senor Aslava, head of the Mexican 
delegation, announced Mexico's oppo- 
sition to the court, as he says il was 
considered to be impossible to securo 
equality for the countries in the ap- 
pointment of judges. 

Ttuy Barbosa (Brazil) made a long 
speech, in which he protested against 
the appointment of judges as project- 
ed in the American proposal. Ho in- 
sisted that this question must be set- 
tled In a manner that fully recognized 
the equality of the powers. • 

The meeting was then adjourned 
until September 2. The Brazilian 
proposal, which crystallizes tho views 
of those opposed to tile American pro- 
position, will then come up, and tho 
Impression created among the dele- 
gates at today's session was that un- 
less some satisfaction bo given this 
faction the project may bo lost. 

Rio do Janeiro, Aug. 2S.— It is offi- 
cially announced hero that Belgium, 
Switzerland, Roumania. Greece, Den- 
mark, Servia, China. Persia, Chili, Co- 
lombia, Bolivia, Mexico, Paraguay, 
Argentina and Uruguay will support 
the Brazilian proposition regarding the 
organization of the international high 
court of justice.

Ottawa, Aug. 27. — Canadian manu- 
facturers, who export their products to 
Australia, have been badly lilt by tho 
new Australian tariff, as have British 
exporters. In response to a request 
from the Canadian Manufacturers' as- 
sociation, a cable was sent to Mel- 
bourne by the Dominion government, 
asking that Canadian goods In transit 
at the time the new tariff went into 
effect should enter at tho old rates of 
duty. A reply was received today as 
follows: "Regret to Inform you that 
such a departure from our established 
practice would cause such confusion 
and inconvenience that it has been 
found impossible to accede to your de- 
sires." 

There was another turn of the po- 
litical wheel today. Ml - . Sifton has de- 
clined to re-enter the cabinet unless 
his conditions are acceded to, and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler cannot see his way 
clear at present to do so. Therefore, 
Mr. Sifton will remain on the outside, 
at any rate at present. 

It Is an open secret that Mr. Sifton, 
realizing the weakness ot tho present 
administration, stipulated for a clean 
sweep. He wanted to havo the old 
stagers, Sir Richard Cartwright, Sen- 
ator Scott and others, retired and new 
blood introduced instead. Mr. Sifton 
holds that If the premier appeals to 
the country next year simply with his 
present following tho Liberal party 
will go down and out. For this rea- 
son a complete re-organization, in his 
judgment, is essential. The premier, 
Jiowever, cannot get up his courage to 
the point of breaking with his old col- 
leagues, and accordingly the ultimatum 
of Mr. Sifton having been refused, that 
gentleman remains on the outside. 

George P. Graham accordingly be- 
comes a cabinet possibility once more. 
It is said he is slated for public works. 
Mr. P. Pugsley takes railways and ca- 
nals. Mr. Graham's translation from 
the provincial to the federal arena, es- 
pecially as a minister and an untried 
man. will be bitterly resented by old- 
timers in the party. 

It is reported that at today's meeting 
of the cabinet it was decided to give 
the vacant senatorship to Belcourt, M. 
P. for Ottawa. 

Hon. William Pugsley will be sworn 
In as a member of the' federal gov- 
ernment on Friday next. lie will suc- 
ceed Hon. Mr. Emmerson as minister 
of railways. On the same day it is al- 
most certain that Hon. George Graham 
will take the oath of office as a min- 
ister of the crown. The choice for the 
Ontario vacancy has been definitely 
made between Mr. Graham and Mr. 
Pardee.

EVICTED TENANTS BILL 
PASSED BOTH HOUSES 



Principal Amendments of the 
Lords Accepted by the 
Government 



London, Aug. 27.— The Irish evicted 
tenants' bill finally passed both houses 
of parliament this evening in what 
Chief Secretary for Ireland Blrroll 
called an emasculated form. The peers 
refused to budge on the main amend- 
ments, and in spite of the goads of tho 
Nationalist members, the government 
elected to accept the mutilated mea- 
sure rather than abandon the bill en- 
tirely. The principal amendments in- 
serted by the peers deprive the com- 
mi. '-sinners of tho power of turning out 
tlie holders of farms for the purpose 
of reinstating evicted tenants, and give 
landlords the right to appeal to the 
courts against the rulings of the es- 
tate commissioners regarding the value 
of land to be purchased. 



TO MOVE "OLD IRONSIDES 

Boston May be Given Anothor Jolt by 
the Government 

Washington, Aug. 27. — There Is a 
strong probability that the famous old 
frigate "Constitution" will lie brought 
from Boston to Annapolis, or per- 
haps to Washington, to remain per- 
manently, Willi every disposition to 
p.void nrousing the ire of the old Bay 
State, and causing such demonstra- 
tion of feeling as followed the notable 
deliverance of Secretary Bonaparte in 
favor of taking the old ship out to sea 
and making a target out of her, Acting 
Secretary O'Brien has felt bound by 
the congested condition nt the Boston 
navy yard, where the frigate lies, to 
call the attention of Governor Guild, 
of Massachusetts, to tbo necessity of 
moving her from her present post.

U. S. BATTLESHIP FLEET. 

Probable Plans for Cruise to Pacific 
Coast, 

Washington, Aug. 2(i. — Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navj Newberry returned 
to Ws.jhJngfon u)(it-.; Hc'.i- ,'ng vnvd of 
tho conclusions reached to. H.-i Oys'vi- 
Bay conference last week relative 
tlie projected cruise of the battleship 
fleet from the eastern to the western 
coast of the United States. It has 
been impossible to fix precisely tho 
date of tbo departure of tho Atlantic 
fleet. ' Naval regulations require that 
each vessel should carry out the es- 
tablished order as to target practice 
every quarter, and no naval officer is 
willing that this important practice 
should bo dispensed with even for this 
cruise. Target practice is invariably 
followed by more or less damage to tlzj 
ships, requiring their return to a navy 
yard for repairs. 

Moreover, it is thought that 'the tar- 
get board will recommend a number 
of changes in the turret mechanism of 
tho ships to protect tho lives of the 
gunners and ammunition handlers. Ev- 
erything will be in readiness for the 
fleet to sail on December 1, and the 
departure will be between Decmber I 
and 15. 

Th Itinerary provides for 10 knots 
an hour, which is regarded as the most 
economic speed for tho fleet. ^ 

Magdalena bay will be readied about 
March !>, according to the plans, but 
tho itinerary at tills point gives 10 
days additional. Target practice thero 
will continue for about a month. Some 
of tho best ships will then go to Puget 
sound and part to San Francisco. 
Nothing has been settled concerning 
tho return of a part or all of the fleet. 



EXPLOSIVE I PACKAGE 
FOR SECY. CORTELYOU 



Blown to Pieces When Struck 
With Cancellation Die in 
Post Office 



Philadelphia, Aug. 27.— The explos- 
ion of what appears to have been a 
large percussion cap In a package ad- 
dressed to Secretary of the Treasury 
Cortelyou created excitement in the 
Nicetown sub-station of the Phila- 
delphia postofIic*e today. Tho package 
Which was collected from a box in tho 
northern section of the city, was re- 
ceived by Clerk Roberts, who says it 
was about four inches long by two 
Inches wide and three-quarters of an 
inch thick. When Roberts brought bis 
steel cancellation die down upon tho 
stamp, 'the package exploded and was 
torn to pieces. Roberts was unhurt. 
Tho pieces nf paper wore put together 
and the package was found to have 
been addressed to Secretary Cortelyou, 
Washington; D. C, the address having 
been cut from a newspaper and pasted 
upon the package. 

Chief Postal Inspector James 71. Cor- 
telyou, a brother of tho secretary, is 
trying to solve tho mystery surround- 
ing tho explosion, though most of tho 
authorities think tlie package was 
mailed as a joke. There was not suf- 
ficient explosive matter In it to injure 
anyone. What was in the package be- 
sides tlie explosion cap tlie officials 
will not say. 



JAPANESE OFFICIAL SPEAKS. 

Sees No Chance of War Between 
United States and Japan. 

Los Angeles, Aug. 27. — Kibujuro 
Ishii, director of the department of 
commerce of Japan, arrived in Los 
Angeles today. In an interview he 
said: "I find that a groat change lias 
come over the Japanese who have left 
their land for America, and especially 
those in California^ They seem to be- 
come imbued with the American spirit 
of progress, and all are very happy. 
Surroundings and conditions here are 
much better than in any other place I 
havo visited so far. Of the 17,000 Jap- 
anese in and about Los Angeles I have 
not found a case of want." 

As to the possibilities of war between 
the United States and Japan, Mr. Ishii 
smiled and said: "America would not 
fight Japan under any circumstances. 
The people of this country have done 
so much for our nation that it is an 
absolute absurdity to imagine any- 
thing of the kind. It is what you call 
a joke. 1 ' 

Speaking of conditions in the Phil- 
ippine islands, he continued: "The 
greatest protection for Japan against 
foreign powers at this time is tho 
ownership of the Philippine islands by 
tho United States. Korea and Man- 
churia aro fully adequate to care for 
our rapid Increase in population, somo 
800,000 people emigrating to those 
countries each year." 

Mr. Ishii was tendered a banquet by 
prominent citizens nf this city. 

PROTECTION FOR TAYLOR. 

Governor of Kentucky Will Aid In Giv- 
v ing Promised Security. 

Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 27.— In a letter 
addressed today to Commonwealth's 
Attorney Robert Franklin of this city, 
chief prosecution counsel for the state 
in the Goebel murder cases, Governor 
Beckham assures that ofiielal of his co- 
rporation with him in seeing that Will- 
iam S. Taylor^ls protected from arrest 
and allowed to return to tho state of 
Indiana if lie will come, to the circuit 
court at Georgetown, In this state, to 
testify in the next trial of Caleb Pow- 
ers, charged in tho murder and con- 
spiracy cases. The governor declares 
that he and the commonwealth attor- 
ney can "absolutely Insure" Taylor 
such immunity and a safo return to 
Indiana.

Conference of German Chancellor and 
French Ambassador Gives Assur- 
ance to France.

Paris, Aug; 27.— Vice- Admiral Thill-. 
bert cables from Casa Blanca undeC 
yesterday's date that all the Moroccan 
ports remain calm; that there has been 
fighting at Casa Blanca, and that the/ 
French scouting party is not encoun- 
tering any resistance. Tlie Europeans 
who presumably left Fez on August 24 
for 101 Ara'Ish will? on their arrival 
there, be taken on board the French; 
cruiser Du Chayla. 

Sharp Fight With Moors, 
Casa Blanca, Aug. 27. — A sharp 'en* 
gagement between the French and tho 
Moors took place yesterday afternoon 
about six miles from General Drude'a 
camp. A reconnoilering party of Sha- 
his came In toucli with the enemy, 
who opened a heavy fire on the caval- 
rymen. The latter replied with ef-i 
feet, but retreated, under instructions, 
with the object of attracting the at- 
tention of the French commander to 
the Moors' advance. Reinforcements 
with artillery were promptly forward- 
ed to tho scene of the fighting and tho 
Moorish force was driven back into 
tho hills. No loss on tlie French side} 
was reported. 

The Moors began to form for another 1 
attack when about three miles away, 
but a few well directed shells quickly- 
dispersed them. The Arabs suffered, 
heavily from tho shell fire. As a re- 
sult of tho reconnolssances mado by 
General Drude, tho Arabs have drawn, 
off, and normal conditions at Casa 
Blanca are being resumed. 

Leaving Fez. 
Morocco, Sunday, Aug. 25. — The Eu- 
ropean residents of Fez, excepting tho 
Germans, left here yesterday for El 
Aralsli. They go escorted by troops. 
No difficulties are feared.

Several of the latter wero 
injured in the clash with the officers, 
Tho mines are in a badly crippled con- 
dition, as can be seen by the way tho 
shipments of ore on the docks are be- 
ing held up, the boats continually being 
delayed by the nori -arrival of ore from 
the mines. The shipments -will fall far 
short of tlie record expected.

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 27.— Torn, .mus- 
ed ami suffering from shock, Mrs. 
Anna A. Hucke, 50 years old, of this 
city, lies at her home tonight In a pre- 
carious condition as a result of an at- 
tack by a lion at' Luna park", a summer 
resort in this city, late today. Mrs. 
Hucke was rescued almost from the 
jaws of death while she lay on the 
ground, where the animal had thrown 
her, and while scores of rescuers were 
llrlng a fusilade of bullets into this 
blood-craned beast, who meanwhile 
was biting and clawing at the woman's 
body. 

Without warning, the Hon appeared 
from behind one of the buildings and 
withla roar sprang for Mrs. Hucke, who 
was nearest to him. The woman 
screamed and attracted the attention 
of the crowds. W. A. Downing, chief 
of the park police, who came to the 
rescue, found the lion tearing away 
at the woman's clothing, and having 
drawn his revolver, immediately emp- 
tied all the cartridges Into the beast. 
Repeatedly Downing reloaded his gun 
and iired, but with little effect. 

Other rescuers secured rifles from 
the shooting galleries and revolvers 
from the concessionaries, and soon a 
core were pumping lead" at the lion. 
Still standing over the prostrate wo- 
man Hashing his teeth and lashing his 
tail, the lion stood with the ground 
around him literally ploughed up by 
the hundreds of shots that were being 
fired at him. Soon, with the noise of 
firearms and the shouts of the wo- 
man's rescuers the lion turned and 
walked a few feet away, and sinking 
down upon the ground, he turned over 
on his back and with a few kicks and 
'a [gasp be died. His skin was com- 
pletely riddled with the .small calibre 
bullets that had been tired at him and 
took el'i'eet. 

The shot that caused his death was 
among the iirst fired, that of a 38- 
callbre revolver, used by Chief Down- 
ing, when he first appeared on the 
scene.

Historian Hannay Prosecuting Quest 
in Western Canada 

Winnipeg, Aug. 27. — A historian of 
note, James Hannay, of Frederieton, 
N. I!., appointed by the Dominion gov- 
ernment to look over government and 
private libraries and collections of his- 
torical documents with a" view to gath- 
ering data to aid students in research 
and study has arrived in Winnipeg, 
and for the next three months will 
work here. Mr. Hannay arrived from 
the maritime provinces and went to 
the library at the parliament buildings 
looking up old historical works and 
anything that would bo of help to the 
student of history. When he has 
cured all the material lie can possible 
find here be will so further west to 
Saskatchewan arid Alberta, and may 
be as far as the coast, and delve into 
all documents he, can lay his hands 
upon of an ancient origin. All this 
information will be embodied In a re- 
port he will submit to the govern- 
ment when 'his work out here is fin- 
ished. 

For the past two years Mr. Hannay 
has been working among the archives 
of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island. That report 
has been submitted to the government 
Ho located much in these provinces 
that will be of use to lovers of his 
tory. This he found to be w very dlf 
flcult task, as, with the exception of 
Nova Scotia, the provinces had taken 
no care of old documents, and it was 
an almost endless task- to trace them 
up. 

"I was for four months in Halifax," 
said Mr. Hannay, "searching archives. 
People forget how useful these docu- 
ments are in establishing lineage, and 
I think it is scandalous the way some 
records of marriages are kept. People, 
have plenty of old books and docu- 
ments lying in safes and vaults and 
do not know what they an'. These 
are what I want to gel at, for I know 
some useful information can be glean- 
ed therefrom."

Some Russian Residents of Tokio in 
Danger of Their Lives 

Yokohama, Aug. 20.— In the midst of 
official felicitations over the new Rus- 
sian agreement, as removing possibili- 
ties of friction and Insuring com- 
plete friendship, the Russian uiiniste . 
M. Basketzoff, has been compelled to 
appeal to the foreign office for pro- 
tection for certain persons, against 
whom an active press agitation is be- 
ing carried on as suspected spies. 

This agitation is the outgrowth of 
the highly sensational daylight mur- 
der in the streets of Tokio of a Jap- 
anese named Mayeda by another Jap- 
anese named Imamura; ' The latter 
pleads justification, alleging he sus- 
pected Maroda of being a Russian spy. 
He says he entered Into confidential 
negotiations with Mareda and his sus- 
picions were confirmed. Hence, he 
killed the man from motives of su- 
preme patriotism. 

As these men had been for some 
time under the police surveillance he- 
cause of their friendliness witli Rus- 
sians, the police theory is that Ima- 
mura killed Mareda in the hope of ex- 
culpating himself. 

Popular excitement is great. Sev- 
eral Russian teachers whom Mareda 
had visited are pilloried in the news- 
papers as spies and their lives have 
been threatened.

Mining Engineer Met Death at 
Hands of Drunken Officer 
at Goldfields 



R. E. II. Maunsell, a mining engi- 
neer, formerly well known in Victo- 
ria, was shot and instantly killed at 
Goldfield, Nev., by a drunken deputy 
sheriff, George Gibson, on tho morning 
of Sunday, August IS. 

News of the tragedy has just been 
received In this city. The circum- 
stances of the shooting arc vailed 
iSo,rnewhat in mystery, but from the 
evidence adduced at tho inquest it ap- 
pears to . have been entirely unpro- 
voked. Gibson has been arrested arid 
charged with murder. Bail has been 
refused. 

Maunsell, with two friends, S. Powell 
and T. Tobish, encountered the deputy 
sheriff with two women outside a re- 
port known as tho Sunset restaurant. 
The three men were "doing the town" 
and inquired tho way to a "dope joint" 
from tile oillcer. The latter answered 
them somewhat shortly and used (nil 
language to the trio. An altercation 
■ occurred, and then Gibson, drawing a 
revolver, was seized by the three men, 
who wore unarmed but who endea- 
vored to take his weapon away from 
him. Mo shot and Instantly killed 
Maunsell. 

Gibson claims that the shooting oc- 
curred in self defense; that he was at- 
j tacked by Maunsell and his compan- 
1 ions and received a number of wounds 
j upon the head and body, and then, 
I finding that he could not beat the men 
off, he drew his revolver and shot. 

The evidence of all the witnesses 
goes to show that Gibson bad received 
his wounds earlier in the evening while 
Intoxicated, and that the rash act was 
altogether unprovoked. 

The deceased. Maunsell, was 30 years 
of age and a graduate of the Cameron 
School of Mines, England. Mo had 
spent three years in Nevada, prior to 
which ho had been engaged in mining 
in this province. He Is said to have 
hve sisters living in Penzance. Corn- 
will, and an uncle, "Lord" Maunsell, 
who resides in Halifax. 

A determined olTort will be made to 
convict the murderer on the part of 
the friends of the deceased, who are 
of considerable Influence, political and 
otherwise, in the state of Nevada 



JAPAN IS AFFLICTED

Hakodate Nearly Destroyed- 
Damage From Rain in 
Central Japan 



Hakodate, Japan, Aug. 27.— Flro 
broke out yesterday in the flimsy na- 
tive structures of this seaport, and bo- 
fore it could be got under control near- 
ly seventy per cent, of the city was in 
ashes. The (lames spread with such 
rapidity that till the efforts of the (ire- 
men were useless. With the exception 
of tho American, all of tho consulates 
were burned. Great distress prevails 
among the people. 

Yokohama, Aug. 27. — Tho conflagra- 
tion Which yesterday destroyed 70 per 
cent, of Hakodate caused much suf- 
fering among those who resided In the 
burned district. All the Americans at 
Hakodate are safe, including tho con- 
sul general at Yokohama, who is thero 
on an official visit. Consular Agent 
King immediately made requisition for 
supplies, which were' promptly for- 
warded. It is understood that Mr. 
ICing- Is caring for all foreigners who 
suffered by tho lire. 

Tokl.o, Aug. "1. — The heavy floods In 
central Japan have caused damage to 
private property, estimated at several 
million yen. . Tho railroads also aro 
great sufferers. 

Yokohama, Aug. 27.— The flood caus- 
ed by torrential rains Is supposed to 
have done several millions of dollars' 
damage In central Japan. The pipes 
furnishing tho water supply of Yoko- 
hama were seriously damaged, entail- 
ing a water famine, which continued 
ten days.

Bishop Perrin Replies 

Sir, — I am very glad that you 
thought it well to publish the letter of 
Rev. W. L. Clay In this morning's 
edition. His character is so well 
known In Victoria that oven if a re- 
ligious controversy should arise in the 
Colonist, so fur as ho is concerned, it 
is sure to be carried on without any 
personal animosity. 

If the Church of England came into 
existence (as he says) by an Act of 
Henry VIII In tho year 1031, "cadlt 
quaestlo"; then the Presbyterians and 
ourselves aro "sister-sects," and the 
Roman Catholics and the Eastern 
Church have ' tho field to themselves, 
and aro the solo representatives of 
historic. Christianity, with a line of 
bishops reaching back to Apostolic 
times. But, sir, our position is a very 
different one. The Church of England 
today claims to be the lineal descen- 
dant of the earliest ages of Christi- 
anity In England. At the Reforma- 
tion she freed herself from the yoke of 
the Papacy, which had become intol- 
erable, but she became no new 
church. There Utile doubt but that 
in tho age after the Apostles, even If 
not in the very age of tho Apostles, 
Britain received Christianity and 
bishops were sent from France. Ter- 
tulllan in the year 200 A. D. mentions 
it, and at the Council of Aries, (A. D. 
321) the signatures of throe British 
bishops were attached to the decrees 
of that Synod. In A. D. 597 Augustine 
landed in Kent, sent by Gregory to 
preach Christ to those Angles, of 
whom he said that the specimens of- 
fered for sale as slaves in the market 
place of Rome "would not only be An- 
gles but Angels, if they were Chris- 
tians." ("Non Angll forent, sed An- 
gell, si Christian! fulsserit") Per- 
secution had in those days driven the 
British Christians with their bishops 
Into tho fastnesses of Wales, and it 
took a long time berore there was 
complete union between Augustine 
and them. But that union did take 
place, and Augustine was tlie first 
Archbishop of Canterbury. Through 
this, united succession tlie order was 
handed on, and again and again the 
Church of England resisted tlie en- 
crouchmonts df the Popes of Rome. 
At Runnymedo in 1215 Magna Cha'rta 
was signed by King John, drawn up 
by Stephen Langton, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, with Its ever memorable 
opening clause "Ecclosia Angllcann 
libera sit." , "Let tlie Anglican 
Church be Free." In spite of this, 
tiie Roman tyranny remained, and In 
the reign of Henry VIII it was be- 
yond endurance, and without for a 
moment breaking with tlie past Eng- 
land was again declared to be free, 
ami all appeals to Rome Were prohib- 
ited. The same bishops continued in 
their sees, the same rite of confirma- 
tion was administered, the same 
priests ministered at tlie altars. In 
the short reign of Edward VI that 
followed, the Book of Common Prayer 
was set forth with authority; no new 
book, but the old oflices rearranged 
and translated into English, with a 
reformed ordinal retaining what had 
ever been considered tho essentials, 
and a new communion ofiice again up- 
on the old lines with the Chalice re- 
stored to the laity, and invocations of 
saints removed. Again the clergy with, 
exceptions accepted the order of 
service. : -Then came the reign of 
Queen Mary, and the papal power was 
restored. Nearly all the bishops were 
expelled from their sees. Cardinal 
Pole was given absolute authority. 
Roman bishops were consecrated and 
it looked as though all was to go back 
in tlie Anglican Church to the days of 
King John. Mary's reign only lasted 
six years, and on the same day she 
and Cardinal Pole died. Elizabeth at 
onco began to restore the Church of 
England to freedom, and In God's or- 
der four bishops were still living, two 
of whom had been consecrated before 
the ordinal of Edward VI had been 
used, and two afterwards. They 
four consecrated William Parker, not 
in tin; Nag's Head Inn, as was long 
after the event wickedly taught by the 
Roman Catholics, but in Lambeth 
chapel, the offlolal records of which 
may be seen this day, The line of 
duly consecrated bishops had dwindled 
down almost to the lowest ebb, but 
there was no break, and tho 250 
bishops who are summoned to meet at 
Lambeth for the Pan Anglican confer- 
ence next year working throughout 
the world and all using the same 
Book of Common Prayer with only a 
few verbal alterations are their regu- 
larly appointed successors, through 
the laying on of bunds, as taught by 
St. Paul, and practised by the uni- 
versal Church; 

For myself, I clearly see in all this 
the guiding Hand of God, and fully 
believe the Anglican Church today to 
be not tlie creation of tlie 16th cen- 
tury but the old Church of England 
truly Scriptural, truly Apostolic with 
a right to administer tho Sacraments 
validly, and maintaining the Catholic 
faith In its entirety, without addition 
and without diminuton. So it Is that 
the Church of England has in the Old 
Country lawful possession of the ca- 
thedrals, tlie parish churches and the 
endowments given by our forefathers. 
Randall Davidson is the legal succes- 
sor of Augustine, and Ansselni and 
Beckett and Langton and Parker, and 
claims to have jurisdiction as they 
had, Irrespective of the claims of the 
Papacy,' and the history of the 
Church of Bhgland Is without break, 
a true mother and not a sister church 
of the Presbyterians. That body, as 
Mr. Clay says, was formed upon the 
continent of Europe, and as I said in 
my address to the synod not introduc- 
ed into England until tlie year 1572, 
shortly after the Independents had sep- 
arated themselves from the Church of 
England. 

I know that then' are those to 
whom all this makes no difference; 
they allow the importance of secular 
laws, of documents and deeds legally 
drawn, by vvhlch they hold their prop- 
erty; wo believe that the laws of the 
Churh are eternal, and cannot be al- 
tered, and are of infinitely more im- 
portance than earthly laws. It is sail 
that the Church of England Is a state 
made church! it Would lie far truer to 
say that England Is a Church made 
State. All this we are constantly 
preaching from our pulpits. 1 am 
thankful to have this opportunity of 
addressing a larger congregation 
through your columns and If I have 
removed from one mind the fallacy of 
the position that the Church of Eng- 
land was created in the year 1534, 
something will be effected. Need I 
add that I should be only too happy to 
recommend or lend books which go In- 
to the whole question far more fully 
than by your courtesy I have been 
allowed to do in this letter.

a liquor license ,-it the fair Is not that 
of a few women, nor of "faddists," but 
tile universally expressed opinion of 
clear headed business mini all over the 
Dominion, was gratifying, iadeed. You 
do not, however, Mr. Editor, agree with 
the Women's Council as to the wisdom 
of their procedure in declining this year 
to assist with the work of the fair, be- 
cause of the decision of the directors 
to provide for the sale of liquor on the. 
grounds. 1 very much wished, sir, that 
you had gone a little further and had 
suggested to tho women Vvliat you con- 
sidered would have been the wiser 
course. 

For a number of years the Women's 
Council has taken the entire manage" 
meat of the women's department of tlio 
fair, from the arrangement of the prize 
list until the last entry was removed 
by Its owner. No person was paid for 
their labor — all worked Wllllnfcly, and 
cheerfully — because they were of the 
opinion tiiat. If well managed, Victor- 
ia's fair could make as good a showing 
of women's skill, as that of any part of 
Canada. And because they believed, 
that to the women at least, such would 
prove a great attraction to tho fair. 

The sale of liquor on the grounds 
last year was much regretted by tho 
Women of the city generally. So much 
so that nt the annual meeting of the 
local council, the twenty-nine societies 
of women were unanimous in their pro- 
test against/it, which protest was cour- 
teously conveyed to the directors. Tho 
women also appeared before the Board 
which was to grant the license this 
year, when they met with scant cour- 
tesy, if any. The women of the council 
have no desire to act arbitrarily, nor to 
he dictatorial, but if the success of the 
fair requires the sale, of Intoxicating 
liquors, they as wives and mothers feel 
they can take no part In contributing 
to its success, the cost Is too great. If 
n wiser course of action is open ami 
though speaking personally, I feel quite 
sure tlie locnl Council of Women will 
be glad to have It pointed out to tlnmi. 
and ns good and true citizens believing 
In and having at heart the welfare of 
our city, and ready always to contrib- 
ute their little part to Us wellbelng,

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LIGHTS AND THE SPEED LIMIT 

Dr. Verrlnder is right when lie says 
that all vehicles ought to no compelled 
to carry lights after dark. Any one 
who has experience In driving during 
dark nights knows that the absence 
of lights is a source- ol" peril. Even 
when by the rules of the corporation it 
.Is moonlight, lights are really neces- 
sary. And speaking of corporation 
moonlight, it seems very absurd not 
to light the street lamps simply be- 
cause according to the calendar it is 
moonlight. Let the streets be kept 
well lighted every night and compel 
all vehicles to carry at least one light- 
ed lamp In the streets after dark. 

In regard to the speed 'limit of 
motors, the Chief of Police Is right 
when he asks that steps shall be taken 
to curtail it. In speaking of this mat- 
ter we want to be perfectly fair. Most 
motorists in Victoria are careful and 
exceedingly considerate of the rights 
of others. It Is unfortunate that a 
few careless individuals should give a 
bad name to the whole clan. The 
Motor Club ought in its own interest 
to assist in stopping this sort of thing. 
Here is an example of some of the 
conduct complained of. One night re- 
cently a motor was being driven rap- 
idly up Government street from the 
Causeway, the driver apparently in- 
tending to go on up the street. When 
he passed Weller Bros." building, he 
seemed to change his mind and swung 
into the cross street at such speed 
that tho machine skidded half way 
acVoss the, roadway. Fortunately no 
harm was done, but conduct of that 
kind is highly reprehensible and ought 
to be severely punished. A motor is 
very easily controlled, and possibly 
this is why many drivers run such 
close chances, but this, while it may 
lessen the danger, does not remove it. 
In the great majority of cases there 
is not the least reason for extreme 
speed. - AVe repeat that people who 
drive their own cars rarely offend In 
these particulars not more often that 
persons driving horses do. There al- 
ways will be some carelessness upon 
the part of persons with vehicles. We 
all remember that a few years ago, 
bicyclists were a terror to the public. 
Even now one sometimes sees a reck- 
less rider in the streets.

We are very sure that this recogni- 
tion of courage, under conditions where 
there Is no incentive in the way of 
glory to be won or ambition to be 
satisfied, will be highly appreciated by 
those who are so situated that they 
may at some time become the recip- 
ients of this distinction. Miners need 
no encouragement to deeds of heroism. 
The history of mines Is full of stories 
uf rare vaiur. Nevertheless It is right 
that there should be some public and 
oltlcial recognition of those splendid 
instances of rescue, which accompany 
almost' every story of mining disaster. 
The spirit which has prompted His 
Majesty is worthy of all praise, and 
the Edward badge for valor wilt be as 
great an honor as the little gun-metal 
cross, which many a soldier and sailor 
wears more proudly than any other 
emblem.

Roosevelt knows things just a little 
better than any one else. This as- 
sumption of omniscience is his weak- 
ness; it is the tendon of Achilles in 
his make-up. Otherwise he is a man 
of strength, courage and honesty, as 
fine a type of administrator as could 
well be desired. If the people insist that 
he shall succeed himself, he will prob 
ably conclude that there is no use in 
any further protestations against re- 
maining In ollice, and it is not impos-

The gun-metal cross, bearing the 
words "For Valor" Is the most prized 
of all decorations in the British Em- 
pire, and for generations to come the 
Victoria Cross will hold a high place 
in the esteem of all who admire cour- 
age associated with self-sacrifice. Her 
Majesty did a tactful and noble act 
When she established this order, which 
can only be won in times of war. 
Her very wise son and successor has 
acted on the fact that not only has 
peace, her victories but also her heroes 
as well as war, and has declared his 
intention of founding an order for 
valor shown by miners In the rescue 
of their fellows. Responding to an 
address delivered at Cardiff recently 
by the Monmouthshire and South 
Wales Coal Owners' Association, His 
Majesty said:

THE CHEMICAL WORKS 

Some time ago the Colonist spoke of 
the objectionable fumes given off by 
the chemical works, and we were 
told that the grounds of complaint 
would he removed. In consequence 
the subject was ■ dropped. Months 
have passed, but the fumes are still a 
source of annoyance, possibly not as 
greal as earlier in the year, but yel 
bad enough to cause great inconveni- 
ence to many and suffering to some, 
They may not be injurious to health; 
on that point we are not advised; they 
certainly are exceedingly vexatious. 
The Colonist does not wish to lay a 
straw in the way of any industrial 
enterprise. Its own interests are 
bound' up in the prosperity of the city, 
but as it would not be permitted to 
maintain a nuisance, so it objects to 
other people being allowed to do so. 
Our information is that there is no 
valid reason why obnoxious fumes 
should be given off by the chemical 
works. We are told that a tall 
stack would carry them away.' We 
are also told that by passing the 
fumes through water they can be de- 
stroyed. On these points we have 
only the opinion of persons, who 
claim to have investigated the sub- 
ject. It is staterl that near Man- 
chester, England, are situated the 
largest works in I he world for the 
manufacture of nitric acid. An In- 
spector visits these works monthly 
and collects samples of the srases ar- 
ising from the stacks, ami If they are 
found noxious, the owners are heavily 
fined. 

In once more drawing attention to 
this matter, we repeal that we have 
no desire to Interfere with a legitimate 
industry. We said little or nothing on 
tho subject when the enterprise was 
in its infancy, but now that il Is a

Includ- 
ing one vessel now building they have 
turned out 2,000,000 horse-power In tur- 
bines, which Is probably double that or 
any other shipyard except Mr. Parson's 
own firm. The turbines of the Carmaniu 
which by the way, lias been one of the 
most profitable ships ever launched, ran 
for a year without any expense for re- 
pair, and those of the Lusltanla have 
run so well on their trials that they bid 
fair to equal this perfect performance.

Kamloops, B. C, Aug. 27. — Private- 
word from Montreal via Winnipeg 
convoys information fraught with sig- 
nificance to Kamloops.- The director- 
ate of the Canadian Pacific railway 
company, is stated, has definitely de- 
cided upon the immediate construction 
of the road via tho North Thompson 
from Kamloops to Edmonton. Tho 
matter, we are told, is now In the 
hands of Air. Marpole as general ex- 
ecutive assistant, and he is preparing 
the necessary Information and data to 
ba placed before Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy and some of the directors, who 
will accompany tho president on a 
trip west within the next few weeks. 
The Officials will bo here some time 
about the middle of September, if the 
plans now made are not interfered 
With by unforeseen ■circumstances. 
This decision has been forced upon 
the board by the movements of other 
linos who are casting eyes nnon this, 
the natural route for a connecting link 
between the northern transcontinental 
routes and the southern part of Bri- 
tish Columbia. 

The company now owns a charter 
covering this branch, and as the sur- 
veys made some years ago, when the 
intention was to run the main lino 
through the Yellowhead Pass and down 
the North Thompson are in the hands 
of the Canadian Pacific engineers, the 
company has a very material start 
over rival railways who wish to reach 
the north via Kamloops.

Recently Formed League In Vancouver 
Arranged for Big Demon- 
stration. 



Vancouver, B. C, Aug. 27. — The city's 
fifty-eight labor unions will partici- 
pate in what promises to be tho biggest 
anti-Asiatic demonstration in the his- 
tory of the coast on Saturday, Septem- 
ber 7. 

Following tho resolution passed at 
the last meeting of the Asiatic Exclus- 
ion League, when it was unanimously 
decided to bring out the band wagon at 
the head of a parade that the league 
Intends to awaken the heart of the 
province to the growing proportions of 
the flood of Orientals, the committee 
then appointed lias been at work or- 
ganizing the demonstration and has 
named Saturday week as the date of 
the parade. 

In the meantime they will complete 
the details and request the city coun- 
cil to grant tho use of the city hall 
for that evening when prominent 
business and professional men will, it 
is expected, address the biggest anti- 
Asiatic meeting ever held on the coast. 

Tho fifty-eight unions have a mem- 
bership of nearly 7,000, and if one- 
seventh of these follow their marshals 
in that parade there will be one thou- 
sand, whllo those In sympathy with the 
movement, and all are invited, will add 
at least Ilvo hundred more.

IRRIGATION COMMISSION. 

Mr. Fulton and Professor Carponter 
Visit Kamloops. 

Kamloops, Aug. 27. — The irrigation 
commission, consisting of Hon. F. J. 
Fulton, chiel commissioner of lands 
and works; Professor L. G. Carpenter, 
state engineer of Colorado, and Rex. 
F. Chllds as secretary, just appointed 
by tho provincial government, reached 
this ,city Sunday evening from Ash- 
croft. They left Monday morning for 
Jameson Creek, taking in Fruitlands en 
route, and Tuesday visited Campbell 
Creek district. 

The commission will visit the vari- 
ous portions of the province where ir- 
rigation is practiced or where its prac- 
tice is desirable, and will report to tho 
government. Tills is preliminary to 
the adoption of a comprehensive 
scheme with regard to Irrigation by 
tho government, and the amendment in 
all probability of the existing lawj. 

The water clauses act does not pro- 
vide for the conservation of head wa- 
ters, which in till countries where Ir- 
rigation Is a science, is one of the pri- 
mal considerations, and It is likely that 
any new legislation on the subject will 
provide for this phase of the question.

1 RECORD IS EiED 



Poorest Results Were Secured 
by Fraser River Oper- 
ators 



Vancouver. B. C, Aug. 27.— -The most 
disastrous salmon Ashing and packing 
season in tho history of British Co- 
lumbia Is at an end. - The total of all 
the canneries is only' about 285,000 
cased of sockeyes. Possibly the worst 
results were those on the Fraser river, 
where but 55,000 cases were packed. 
There canners and fishermen have lost 
money, the former many thousands of 
dollars expended on fixed charges be- 
fore the season opened, and the latter 
hav.e spent their time. for. nearly two 
months to no advantage to themselves. 
In fact, the majority of the men aro 
in debt to tho canners for supplies ad- 
vanced. 

Using Large Nets Now. 
From now on till September 15 the 
seven-inch mesh net may be fished in 
the Fraser river and gulf for the tak- 
ing of cohoes and springs. The few 
sockeyes and the humpbacks which 
enter the river will pass through tlieso 
large nets and make their way to the 
spawning grounds. While there might 
be a late run of sockeyes in September, 
It is unlikely that they would he 
packed by the canners, because all late 
fish are in exceedingly poor condition, 
and are really not fit to be placed on 
tho market as a first-class article of 
food. 

On Pugei. sound the results are pro- 
portionately as bad as on the Fraser 
river. The .-sound pack consists of 
110,47-1 cases by American count, which 
when rated according to Canadian 
standards of packing, totals but 73,0-10 
full cases. The sound pack consists 
of 7,055 cases of tails, 2S.500 cases of 
one-pound flats and 71,809 cases of 
half-pound flats. 

Advices , today from the sound and 
from the strait state that the hump- 
backs are still running in millions. 
Canners and fishermen who have been 
on tlie coast for years never before 
witnessed such a tremendous Schooling 
of humpbacks in these waters. 

The pack of the British Columbia 
coast is now figured out as follows: 
Skeena river, 110,000 cases; Fraser riv- 
er, 55,000 cases; Rivers Inlet, 87,000 
cases; Naas, 11,000 eases, and outside 
points contributed 19,000 cases, making 
a grand total of 285,000 cases. Of this 
amount not more than 90,000 cases aro 
available for export to England, asi 
Canada has taken 120.000 aim Australia 
about 75,000 cases. ' 

GREAT NORTHERN SECURES 
NEW WESTMINSTER YARDS 



Plans Have Been Filed and Work on 
Tracks Will Be Commenced at 
Once, 



New Westminster, Aug, 20. — An- 
nouncement was made today that tho 
Groat Northern railway has secured 
an extensive site for yards in this 
city. The property lies between the 
Canadian Pacific railway ami Colum- 
bia street, extending from Tenth to 
Twelfth streets. 

The plans havo already been filed, 
and work on the construction of the 
tracks will be commenced at an early 
date. Tho British Columbia Mills, 
Timber & Trailing Company at pres- 
ent occupy the site, but already the 
lumber Is being removed.

IMMENSE FIGURE 



Bones of Prehistoric Animal 
Found Near Skidegate Worth 
Big Price 

' 

Vancouver, B.C., Aug. 27.— From 
$50,000 to $100,000 is the price the dis- 
coverers-place upon the gigantic pre- 
historic animal recently unearthed 
near Skidegate on the Queen Charlotte 
group. Bono by bono the great skele- 
ton Is being excavated and raised to 
the surface for transportation to Van- 
couver, and the greatest care Is. being 
taken to preserve the remains In order 
that when all is recovered the skele- 
ton may be easily articulated. 

It is the intention of Abe Johnson, 
who found the bones, to place them on 
exhibition, in Vancouver this fall, pro- 
vided a place large enough to show 
tho articulated skeleton can he found. 
Just how large the show place will 
have to be is a question which will 
not be settled till all tho bones are re- 
moved from the spot where the mon- 
ster's career was cut short, but judg- 
ing by the size of tho skull and ribs 
it would seem as though an acre of 
ground would bo required, and the 
building may have to be a hundred 
feet in height. 

The graveyard of tho enormous ani- 
mal lies about half a mile inland from 
the sea coast. Johnson, the discover- 
er of the extinct specimen which roam- 
ed the coast perhaps a million or two 
years ago, was prospecting when ho 
made the find, and it was just an or- 
dinary Hold rat which led him to delve 
in the glacial wash hiding the bones. 
Poking a stick down a hole in which 
the rat had disappeared, Johnson 
struck an unyielding substance which 
did riot seem as hard as rock, and on 
digging away tho gravel and sand for 
a few feet some of the bones were un- 
covered. Fxcavating carried on to a 
depth of sixteen feet resulted in tho re- 
covery of a rib between sixteen and 
seventeen feet in length. Half of the 
pelvic' bono was then taken up, and 
then followed the gigantic skull mea- 
suring seven feet six inches from eye 
to eye across the forehead. The rib 
and pelvic bono are now in Vancouver 
and the skull and some other bones 
will likely arrive from the north on 
the next boat. 

Prof. Odium, who is no mean oste- 
ologist, declares emphatically that ho 
is unable to name the animal or reptile 
which once possessed the frameworl 
now being recovered. Prof. Odium 
has Inspected the few bones now in 
the city, and can make nothing of 
them, but it is possible when cither 
portions of. the skeleton arrive ho." may 
he able to form some conclusions which 
will j-esuit in a solving of the problem 
of what manner of prohlstorc giant 
this beast was. Judging by the di- 
mensions of the solitary rib now in 
Vancouver, Prof. Odium is unable to 
even form a guess as to tho gigantic 
proportions of the animal. Tho rib is 
such an enormous one as to be beyond 
the comprehension of people inhabit 
ing an earth from which the gigantic 
reptiles and quadrupeds have long 
since departed." ,

Tho projected extensions will leave 
tho main lino of the White Pass rail- 
way some Ion miles further mi the 
river than the town of White. Horse, 
and will run through the copper belt 
for a distance of twenty or twenty-live 
miles. Ore shipments will be carried 
by rail to Skagway and thence by 
steamers to British Columbia coast 
smelters.

FARMER 15 BORED 
TO DEATH BY BOLL 



Aged Resident of the Cloverdale 
District Meets Violent 
End 



Ladncr, B. C, Aug. 27. — Louis Stan- 
dard, a farmer sixty years of age, 
living near Cloverdale, is dead as a 
result qf being gored by a bull on 
Saturday in the pasture at the rear 
of his farm. Full details of the .sad 
accident have not been obtained, but 
It appears that Mr StannarU had oc- 
casion to go out Into the pasture, and 
It was, while on his .way_back to the 
house that the bull suddenly caught 
sight of him, and: made a break for 
the old man. Before the farmer could 
get away, the bull pinned him to the 
ground and w;is slowly goring him to 
death. The old man's cries for help 
woro heard by one of his sons, w'so 
rushed to his assistance, but before 
the Infuriated animal could be driven 
off, he had inflicted such injuries upon 
Mr. Stannard that, it was evident that 
death was only a matter of a few 
hours. 

The old man was badly lacerated 
by the horns of the bull, large strips 
of flesh being ripped off the body, 
while the clothing was a~mass of rags. 
The deceased leaves a widow and two 
grown up sons who lived at home with 
their parents. 

The bull In question was known to 
be a vicious animal, although ho had 
never attacked anyone. Great enre 
was always taken by anyone going 
anywhere near him, and on more than 
one occasion, It was only by a quick 
Jump over the fence that others were 
saved from a fate such as Mr. Stnn- 
nard's. The bull was killed by one of 
the neighboring farmers.

In the meantime the Princess A T ic 
torla, which carries the mail, is again 
on her way lo Seattle and a reply is 
delayed in leaving this city until 
Monday evening at 0.31) o'clock, exact- 
ly 2 4 hours 

This gentleman, discussing the mat- 
ter, said that he had personally taken 
up this delay with tho postal author! 
lies at Ottawa and later with Hon. 
William Templernan, Victoria's repre- 
sentative in Hie house of commons, 
but nil .to no aval). Hi' thougjlt that 
the delay and Inconvenience to which 
many business men wen; put through 
the leisurely time taken to sort th 
Sunday Seattle mail constituted a 
outrage op patrons of the postal sor 
vice, and especially did it affect thos 
who had business connections across 
tho Sound. ^

It is altogether probable that the by- 
law which is being prepared by the 
Oak Bay municipal council for the tax- 
ing of vehicles plying lor. hire in the 
municipality will t>e confined to licens- 
ing tallyhos only, as a result of the 
conference held last cvonlng ut the of- 
fice of the clerk between "representa- 
tives of the companies hiring automo- 
biles and tallyhos and the members of 
the special committee appointed by the 
council. 

Only one representative of tho au- 
tomobile companies was in attendance 
to meet S. R. Newton and F. M. Rat? 
tenbury, the members of the commit- 
tee. He was James Woods of the firm 
of Woods Bros., Fort street. Mr. Woods 
suggested a way out of thrimjatter that 
found favor with the committee. He 
proposed that each automobile garage 
should suscrlbe to the park funds of 
tho municipality a stated sum yearly, 
and undertook- to secure the consent of 
the other owners of automobiles plying 
Cor hire in Hie city to the. plan. Tho 
sum was stated at $30 yearly for each 
machine. There are 13" macnlncs of 
the kind in the city, which would' rep- 
resent nearly ?400 a year. The pro- 
posal looked good to the committee and 
In its report to the council next Mon- 
day it will likely recommend that only 
tallyhos be assessed. 

The beach drive is used almost al- 
together by the tallyhos, and the coun- 
cil deems that the expense of keeping 
the road in repair, estimated at $1,000 
a year, should be largely borne by tho 
owners of these vehicles. The license 
foe will probably be tlxed at 500 for 
eacli tallyho per year. There are four 
tallyhos in the city liable for tho li- 
cense.

the court, as Chinamen were not ad- 
mitted into the t'nlted States, the only 
place they could go to.

When arraigned, Daly said ho 
thought he must be guilty, but the 
others pleaded not guilty and were 
subsequently dismissed for lack of 
evidence. Sheppard, who described 
himself as a fireman now working as 
deck hand on the Otter, was the chief 
witness. His story was that he and 
a friend were in Liie Belmont saloon 
on Monday night having a glass of 
beer, and stayed there till closing 
time, when he went out to go to his 
ship. He claimed that the four ac- 
cused were also in the saloon at the 
time, and that without provocation 
they had followed him out and set up- 
on him. He said that Daly knocked 
him down, and that while on the 
ground oile of the other three kicked 
him. His black eyes were plain to 
see, but the witness asserted that the 
doctor ha/1 said his nose was broken, 
that his chin was very sore from a kick 
and that he was bruised about the 
body where he had been booted. But 
ho said he was not so injured but that 
he could go to wnrl< if necessary. 

Daly threw ;i little light on the ori- 
gin nf thi' trouble when he said the 
row started because Sheppard took' 
away his beer in tin; saloon.

QUESTTON OF CHINESE 
STOOENTS TO COME OP 



Government Will Consider Mat- 
ter at Meeting to be 
Held Today 



S THAT 
S01E ACTION BE TAKEN 



Victoria's Chinese school question 
will be considered at a meeting of the 
legislative council to bo hold today. 
It is recognized lhat the matter pre- 
sents grave difficulties, and the policy 
of tho provincial government will be 
carefully considered before any action 
will be taken. 

The entire trouble arises from tho 
provision of the Dominion govern- 
ment's immigration act, which seems 
to Invite such action on the part of 
the Chinese. In all probability repre- 
sentations will be made to the Domin- 
ion government with a view to having 
the act amended. 

Twenty-six Chinese boys have so 
far applied for permits, and it. is 
known that as many more will apply. 
These are not Chinese born In Vic- 
toria, but are those who are being 
brought over by relatives or friends. 
Tho tax Is paid on entering, but they 
make a declaration that they propose 
attending school for 12 months. Upon 
producing a certificate to tho effect 
that this has been done, they are re- 
funded tnclr $500 by the provincial au- 
thorities, 



General Feeling That Reckless 
Automobile Drivers be 
Brought to Time 



The action of the city council In de- 
termining on some more restrictive 
measure in the matter of prohibiting 
fast driving by auto owners and driv- 
ers has apparently struck a popular 
note, many of tho leading business 
men of the city having expressed 
themselves as pleased at the prospect 
of better regulation of automobiles, 
and several citizens have expressed 
tlielr approval to Chief of Police Bang- 
ley that some active steps are to he 
taken.

A. J. Dawson of Standard Made 
Ringing Speech Before 
Canadian Club 



The Winnipeg Free Press of August 
15 has the following to say regarding 
the visit of the first party o£ British 
journalists to that city on their way 
■ home from Victoria: 

The British Journalists, who relumed 
to Winnipeg yesterday morning from 
their tour of British Columbia, were 
IUnched by the Canadian elub in the 
afternoon at the Manitoba hall. The 
attendance of members was unusually 
i numerous, and the guests fully appro- 
l elated the compliments, which had 
been paid them; Professor Osborne 
, presided, having Ernest Brain, of tile

Press Ideals. 
After the loyal toast, the chairman 
proposed that of "Our Guests." In do- 
ing so, he remarked that he was sure 
he had their judgment with him when 
he said that the thing most to be 
disiderated for the press of western 
Canada, was that It should emulate, 
in sanity, detachment and elevation, 
the matter and manner of the more 
distinguished papers of Great Britain. 

The toast was enthusiastically drunk 
with musical honors. 

Ernest Brain, who responded, said 
they had had a cordial welcome when 
they were in Winnipeg outward bound 
and they had received an equally cor- 
; dial welcome on their return. They 
: were all very much touched by it. They 
: were journalists of the United King- 
! dom. They represented gallant little 
Wales, Ireland, the land of song; 
Scotland, the land o' the leal; and fin- 
ally, England, "that precious gem set 
fin a silver sea." (Cheers). He remem- 
bored a remark of Cecil "Rhodes, who, 
': looking out from a great mountain in 
I the country to which he gave his 
name, said, to a distinguished visitor: 
"I look around and think I see, in the 
future, more homes and still more 
homes." That was what they (the Brit- 
ish journalists) saw here as they, tra- 
versed the vast prairies and the beau- 
tiful province of British Columbia. 
Imperial Relation. 
Professor Osborne next proposed the 
toast of the Imperial Relation. 

A. J. Dawson, of the London Stand- 
ard, said, in reply: "I am a writer, not, 
a speaker. I do not come to you as a 
stranger at all, but as a kinsman, as a' 
fellow citizen, and because Canada 
leads the world 1 think, in the matter 
of acting upon and teaching that prin- 
ciple which I make It my business to 
support — of treating one's own kin a 
little better than the stranger. 
.(Cheers). This is the principle, as I 
see it, which is known in politics by 
the name of the preference. But the 
Canadian club, very wisely, I am sure, 
excludes polities .from Its reunions. 
Spirit of Young Canada. 
"I come to you, so far as the club Is 
concerned, unprepared. My knowledge 
of it does not at present go beyond a 
strong impression that it represents the 
essential spirit of young Canada. 
(Hear, hear); and that it is non-politi- 
cal (Hear, hear); representing the 
spirit of young Canada sufficiently to 
arouse the deep and sincere interest of 
every thinking Englishman, today. The 
knowledge I have is 'suilicient to make 
it for me, absolutely and without ex- 
ception, the most Interesting institution 
of the many line institutions with which 
we have come in contact during the 
last month, owing to the hospitality of 
what I regard as the greatest single 
empire building agency there is— the 
Canadian Pacific railway. (Cheers). 
England's Traditions. 
"I will toil you why this club seems 
so great and important an institution. 
We have at home a population of close 
on 50,000,000 in a country of about the 
size of the biggest of your great lakes. 
Wo have examples of nearly every kind 
and shade of political and social 
thought. We have also thousands of 
years of Insular prejudice and local 
feeling behind us, some of which is, 
no doubt, a little hampering. But, we 
have also a thousand years of tradi- 
tions — the most glorious traditions 
that have ever spurred a race towards 
great and wide dominion. (Cheers). 
In that country, if a new departure, 
of any kind, is to be made — whether it 
be the erection of a drinking fountain 
or a policy affecting the lives of mil- 
lions cf British subjects — some previ- 
ously existing institution has to be 
abolished; and that means that, to 
effect $5 worth of change in a country 
like England, $5,000,000 of vested in- 
terests must be affected and millions 
Df people. 

v Canada's Advantages. 
"Now, in Canada, a handful of 
Shrewd, hard-headed Canadians get 
logether In a town, which the day he 
fore yesterday was prairie, and they 
Bay we want 'a lighting system.' Do 
they start out with tallow dips and 
ivork up to electricity No, very far 
from It. Their forefathers, on the 
sther side of the Atlantic, have done 
ill that for them. These men know 
Ufa best thing and get it right away. 
But I ask you, out of the bigness of 
this country and your own hearts, just 
:o bear in mind the fact that, while all 
tionor Is duo to them for the wonderful 
shterprlse and rapidity with which 
they achieve these results, they did not 
nave to abolish any previously existing 
lystem to make way for the fine elec- 
:rlo installation. To achieve anything 
•ike the results of the old country, you 
vould find yourself 'up against' a 
;reat wall of vested Interests. (Laugh- 
!er). 

Influence of Race. 

"But, gentlemen, whntever the differ- 
mces and complexity of life at home 
Hay be, they are caused not only by 
ho' crowded nature of the population, 
nit also by the Immense variety of in- 
orests that have to he dealt with in 
lifferent pnrls of the world. There Is, 
lowever, one great section of public 
■pinion In England which is developi- 
ng steadily and surely, and is growing erence.' 



.more, rapidly than any other spci inn- of 
thought. My view of' that section 1 
should like to give you for what It. Is 
worth. It is briefly this: I believe 
that the general weight of intluence 
exerted by citizens of the British Em- 
pire all over the world, has been, and 
is, more generally beneficial.' tot; the 
cause of progress than the Intluence of 
any other people. I have travelled in 
most parts of the world, and that is my 
sincere conviction. Nothing worth ac- 
complishing in the world has ever been 
accomplished in the absence of the na- 
tional spirit; and nothing ever will be. 
Socialism, Internationalism, humanl- 
larlanlsm and all the other Isms are 
all very well; but they lead nowhere 
because they are ovcr-dlffused._ The 
first and most direct way we can serve, 
not only our own race; but humanity 
at large, is in the service of our own 
people: firstly, those people immedi- 
ately around us in -whatever branch of 
the big family to which we belong; and 
secondly, the big. family of the empire 
Itself. (Clwers). That Is my convic- 
tion as to the best way a man may 
serve humanity— developing and 
strengthening the tie/ of fellowship and 
fraternity, which unites us all from the 
Yukon to Melbourne, from Winnipeg 
to Calcutta. .Cheers). 

Indifference and Ignorance. 
"1 have had the good fortune to trav- 
el all over the empire; and in the over- 
sea parts I have never been fated to 
meet with anything like real disloyalty 
to the flag. (Renewed cheering). Lov- 
ing my native country very dearly, and 
the empire, because the whole is great- 
er titan! the part, still more dearly, I 
would say that, though 1 have met In- 
difference here and there— that kind of 
indifference which might possibly lead 
to something worse than disloyalty 
some day, or something as bad, be- 
cause It springs from ignorance and 
the sort of Impatience that arises from 
Ignorance. There Is less of this In 
Canada, I suppose, than in any other 
part of the empire — certainly less than 
In the old country (hear, hear), and 
that Is perfectly natural. Pocket and 
stomach poverty make for poverty of 
understanding, and you are blessed 
with very little of either. (Hear, 
hear). But that fact, gentlemen, ought 
to make you more tolerant, and the 
more patient. (Hear, hear). There 
was an Australian poet — a man whom 
I knew and loved — who said that in 
spite of the evanescence of life, "Two 
things stand like stone— kindness in 
another's trouble, courage in your 
own." I believe that is worth remem- 
bering and acting on. With regard to 
your attitude to the empire, I can only 
say that It fills me with respect and 
affection for Canada; and 1 believe that 
every Canadian recognizes — that, while 
the future of this country, under any 
circumstance, must be a great one, 
yet under no other circumstance could 
it be so glorious as the future of the 
greatest of the great independent na- 
tions within the British empire. 
(Cheers). 

Plea for Patience. 

"With regard to Canada's attitude to 
the mother country, us apart from the 
empire, my plea would be for patience. 
If it be true that there was never any 
greater need than now for mutual for- 
bearance and patience— the highest 
type of patriotism — there also never 
was, since our race began, a time at 
which we were closer to the greatest 
possible reward of patience. Never has 
the Issue been so momentous; never 
has so large and rapidly growing a 
party in the old country been working 
for the' empire's common good; never, 
since the flag first won its colors from 
the blue sea and from the blood and 
tears of our forbears — never has there 
been so good a reason as we have now 
for the concentration of every sort ol 
royal effort upon a task of enlarg- 
ing and strengthening, in every honor- 
able way, the ties of practical good 
sense, of brotherly love, and of the 
loyal fellow-citizenship, which unites 
us all under the Union Jack 100,000,000 
strong and the greatest power for good 
the world has ever seen. (Loud 
cheers). The establishment of the Im- 
perial' conference and such reform 
we have been able to reach so far in 
the matter of postal regulations are no 
more than the merest finger-posts in- 
dications of a way which is being tak- 
en by a momently increasing number 
of the leaders of thought and action in 
England." 

Mr. Dawson concluded by defending 
his brother writers and self from a 
charge that their impressions of this 
country would be superficial. He point- 
ed out that they were all men who 
earned their living as writers. He him- 
self hud earned his living since the 
age of li and had known actual hun- 
ger and poverty. They were plain men 
trying to produce the full truth with- 
out exaggeration of the things they 
had seen, and if there was any country 
that needed no exaggeration It was 
this. (Cheers). 

The gathering broke up after sing- 
ing "The Maple Leaf." 

At the Manitoba elub, last evening, 
the English journalists were enter- 
tained at a. dinner at which the Hon. 
Colin H. Campbell was the host. 
Among the guests present in addition 
to the English journalists were Hon. 
R. I'. Rohlin, Hon. S. \V. Mclnnls, Rob- 
ert Kerr, Montreal; G. J. Burv, J. A. 
M. Aikins, K. C; George Ham, M. E. 
Nichols and W. J. Ilcaly. 

Commenting editorially upon Mr. 
Dawson's remarks the Free Press 
says in t lie same issue under the head- 
ing "The True Imperial Spirit." * 

"Mr. Dawson, of the London Stand- 
ard, one of the visiting English news- 
paper men, is an Imperialist of the 
right stamp. At the Canadian club 
yesterday he had no cut and dried 
scheme to lay before his auditors for 
tying together the scattered nations 
and territories of the British empire. 
But he presented something more dur- 
able. If less tangible, than any such 
scheme. His faith in the future of the 
empire Is unbounded, and It is real; 
and that he had no thought of its be- 
ing ever torn asunder was impressed 
upon his bearers by the spirit of his 
address. He spoke as kinsmen would 
to each other; claiming no superiority, 
recognizing no inferiority, but simply 
extending the greeting that one citi- 
zen of the empire owes to another, and 
regarding explicitly his Canadian hear- 
ers as being equally responsible with 
Englishmen for the building up of the.! 
empire. 

'"To this subject Mr. Dawson has 
given much study and ho has brought 
to bear upon it a sympathetic tem- 
perament that does not fall to appre- 
ciate the practical difficulties I hat have 
to lie met and overcome. Of the way 
In which Canada bus done her duty 
by the empire, Mr. Dawson said: 'I do 
not come to you as a stranger nt all, 
but as a kinsman, as a fellow citizen, 
and because Canada leads the world, 
I think, In the matte;- of acting upon 
and teaching that principle which I 
make it my business to support — I 
had almost said my religion to sup- 
port — of treating one's own kith a lit- 
tle hotter than the stranger.

A HONGKONG SQUADRON 

New Departure on Part of the Japan- 
ese Naval Authorities 

Yokohama, Aug. 26, — Japan is milk- 
ing preparations for the organization 
of a Hongkong squadron in addition 
to the existing south China squadron 
stationed at Shanghai. 

The official explanation of this is 
that Japanese trade with ports south 
of Shanghai and Hongkong is rapidly 
growing, and It Is believed that tradt 
in Japan will largely Increase as a re- 
sult of the French entente and will 
necessitate the dispatch of warships in 
that direction.

Floating Dock and Hotel Will bo Built 
On Work Channel Opposite Port 
Simpson. 



"Within four years two great ocean 
liners, similar to the big Hill steamers 
Minnesota and Dakota, are to bo built 
for service between Port Simpson and 
the ports Of the Orient in connection 
with the Hudson's Bay-'Paqlfiq rail- 
road, construction work on which is 
about to commence from Port Simp- 
son," said Col. May, who Is promoting 
the new trans-Canadian road, In an 
interview yesterday. Ho said: "The 
steamer Venture, which sails tonight 
is loading a- cargo of heavy timber and 
lumber for the construction of a float- 
ing wharf and an hotel on the shore 
of "Work channel, Opposite the present 
settlement of Port Simpson, Workmen, 
■who will be reinforced by others now 
at Port Simpson, will be among (ho 
passengers of the Venture going north 
to build the wharf and hotel, which 
will bo the Initial work of the new 
trans-Canadian railroad, whoso pro- 
rhbtors expect to reach the coast and 
have large Oriental liners in service 
before the Grand Trunk Pacific trans- 
Canadian system is ready for opera- 
tion." 

The material being taken up by tho 
steamer Venture of the Boscowitz 
Steamship company tonight, is for the 
■building of a floating dock. It lias been 
decided that floating docks will be 
more suitable, owing to the steepness, 
of the foreshore, the water deepening 
so quickly that the largest ocean go- 
ing steamers could come without dan- 
ger within a few feet of the shore. 
These clocks, rising and falling with 
tho tide, have been utilized in many 
ports where such conditions exist. 

For the present an hotel of eighteen 
rooms will be constructed near the 
docks, this being, however, but a tem- 
porary arrangement. A company has 
been organized in Seattle to commence 
work next spring to construct a lurge 
modern hotel. . A company engaged in 
flour-milling on a largo scale on Pugot 
Sound, is also preparing to enter into 
tho (lour milling industry at the future 
terminus of the .Hudson's Bay-Pacific 
railway.

An Osaka newspaper received In 
yesterday's mails tells of the latest 
movement on the part of the Japanese 
to extend their carrying trade in Pa- 
cific waters. Tho paper says: "It will 
bo remembered that the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha Japanese Steamship company 
has lately chartered several vessels in 
addition to those which are under con- 
struction for the company at various 
navy yards. In this connection it is 
worthy to notice that tho cargoes of 
foreign vessels are rapidly decreasing 
while the freight carried by tho Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisha is increasing. 

"A year or two ago it was usual for 
a Nippon Yusen Kaisha steamer to 
have a cargo of 30 per cent, of lis 
capacity, while foreign vessels were 
full.' At present the conditions are en- 
tirely the reverse of this. 'Die public 
bus confidence In the Kuisha and con- 
sequently there is a constant loss of 
credit to forulsn vessels. The public 
will remember that the Iwai Shokai 
advised In the English press that It 
would never assist any steamers bo- 
longing to a certain foreign nation lo 
handle its merchandise. These, vessels 
accord the Shokai very unsatisfactory 
treatment. The Mistsul Buan Kaisha 
also has instructed all its branches to 
ship cargo only on Japanese vessels 
owing to the unfavorable altitude of 
foreign vessels,"

GOT QUICK DESPATCH, 



Steamer Earl of Douglas Returns 
Laden From Clayoquot in Three 
Weeks. 

The British steamer Earl of Douglas 
which loaded 3,500,000 feet of lumber 
at the mill of the Sutton Lumber Com- 
pany at Mosquito harbor, Clayoquot 
Sound, arrived in Royal Roads on 
Sunday and yesterday secured bunker 
coal at Naualmo, getting the quickest 
despatch on record. The E.arl of 
Douglas is the first large steamer to 
load cargo at the west coast mill and 
the record made on the Initial trip Is 
an enviable one. It Is but three weeks 
since the Earl of Douglas arrived at 
Victoria and took on board fa, party of 
longsoremen in the employ of the Vic- 
toria and Vancouver stevedoring com- 
pany. On her way to Clayoquot she 
lost a day on account of fog and In 
nineteen days she was loaded \vlih 
three and a half million feet of lum- 
longshoremen In tho employ of tho Vic- 
toria. The record of tho mill com- 
pany and the Victoria Stevedoring 
Company in giving the Earl of Doug- 
las such quick despatch is one which 
must redound to ihe credit of tho mill 
and of the port as well tho steve- 
dores. On Hie top of the excellent, 
despatch at the mill the steamer lias 
been most fortunate in getting her coal 
so quickly, as many vessels have been 
delayed for weeks. The steamers 
Wangnrd and Maori King at Comox 
are expected to ho from three to four 
weeks in Getting coal there. 



The action of the United States 
government with regard to Japanese 
sealers captured when attempting to 
raid tho seal rockeries of tho Pribyloff 
islands is In strange contrast lo tho 
action taken against tho Victoria seal- 
ing schooners interfered with while 
sealing on the high seas. The Japan- 
ese sealing schooners Nit to Mum and 
Kaiwa Maru were captured by tho 
revenue cutter Ma::r.ir,£r ~iiit«r> M'«6e 
miles of the Senpandl rookery; they 
had boats out and wore practically 
taken in the act of attempting a raid 
on the seal rookery. The two vessels 
were detained and tho crews tried at 
Valdez, without delay, three of the 
crew of ono being held for trial, while 
tho jury did find a true bill against 
the others wdio are to be deported. The 
United States government, says a des- 
patch from Valdez under yesterday's 
date, has decided to libol the Nitto 
Maru, and the crew is to bo deported 
and arc being sent to Seattle for de- 
portation. The Kaiwa Maru is to be 
released, and the crew of the vessel 
who were apprehended, have been re- 
turned to the schooner. 

The marked difference in tho action 
of the United States government with 
regard to tho Japanese schooners taken 
In Bering Sea and that against the 
Victoria schooners seized by tho Cor- 
win and '.lie subsequent seizures made 
on the high seas in 1SSS and after 
makes the local sealers •wonder what 
mqtives Impel this new policy. 

When tho United States revenue cut- 
ter Corwin pounced down upon tho 
Victoria schooners Thornton, Onward 
and Caroline in Bering Sea, a hundred 
miles from any rookery, the schoon- 
ers wero peremptorily seized and the 
crews imprisoned, being finally turned 
adrift destitute several hundred miles 
from their homes' without food and 
shelter; while the masters and mates 
wero thrown Into prison and fined. 
After several months of imprisonment 
th'ey were released, and literally desti- 
tute, found their way back to Vic- 
toria. Capt. Ogiivie, master of tho 
Caroline became a maniac as a result 
of tho treatment meted to him, and 
committed suicide. 

'I'he United Stntes government's 
action with regard to scaling in Bering 
Sea seems to be changing, especially 
with regard to the treatment of Jap- 
anese sealing vessels. 

YUKON LOW 

Navigation Will Close Earlier This 
Year Than Usual 

Recent advices from Skagway state 
that on Aug. 10 the water In the 
Yukon river was at tho same stage as 
on Sept. 10 one year ago, and present 
indications are that navigation will 
close this year earlier than over be- 
fore in the history of Yukon naviga- 
tion. Conditions are oven worse on 
tho lower river and the announce- 
ment has already been made that the 
last steamer of the N. C. Co. will sail 
from Dawson for St. Michael on Sep- 
tember 10. 

Already bars are being encountered 
between While Horse and Dawson, the 
Bonanza King having been hung up 
for several hours near Stewart on her 
previous trip flown stream, and until 
pulled off by the White IIor.se. 

It is not feared, however, that there 
will be any freight left nl White 
Horse at the closo of navigation, but 
that the last pound will be delivered 
in gooil lime provided the coast 
steamship companies arc: not derelict 
In taking it to Skagway. 

Latest reports as to the condition 
of the steamer Eafrance, which was 
wrecked on a bar just above Fishhook 
Bend on the Polly river .several weeks 
ngo, are that she may not be saved 
as she was In rather bad shape when 
left by her crow ten days ago. 



AORANGI IS LATE. 

Canadian-Australian Liner Left Hono- 
lulu Two Days Behind Schedule. 

The steamer Aorangl, of the Cana- 
dian-Australian line, loft Honolulu on 
Friday, two days behind her schedule, 
and is expected to arrivo at the outer 
dock on Friday or Saturday. She 
made a call at Fanning island on this 
voyage. Among tho passengers from 
Honolulu were to havo been a party 
of Hawaiian beauties, selected by pop- 
ular voto of readers of the Honolulu 
Bulletin for a tour of tho Pacific const 
cities, under tho auspices of that news- 
paper.

New York, Aug. 27. — The speculative 
sentiment revealed by the day's move- 
ment of stock' prices was hesitating 
and shifting, as reflected by the con- 
stant turn in the' tide. At the same 
time transactions were on a diminish- 
ing scale, ana were abandoned almost 
wholly to professional traders before 
the session had elapsed. The belief that 
the stock exchange would be closed on 
Saturday as well as on Monday, incom- 
pliance with a petition in circulation 
amongst the members, was a factor in 
the growing dulness of the market. 
Owing to 'the well-known disinclina- 
tion of stock operators to enter on new

Montreal; Aug. 27.— Although the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway company 
is now about ready to give contracts for 
the building of the last section of the 
company-built line — the seven hundred 
miles between Edmonton and Prince Ru- 
pert — it is by no means certain that 
this will be done for some time yet. The 
reason for this is that there Is more 
railway construction work going on In 
Canada at present than the existing fa- 
cilities can handle. All the railway 
billldlng . contractors arc overburdened 
with work, and have more under way 
than they can handle unless long time 
Is given for the completion of • con- 
tracts, a factor which Is not much fa- 
vored by the O. T. p. And' if is Im- 
possible .to gel any contractors from the 
United States owing to the heavy du- 
ties levied on the construction Outfits, 
varying from 25 to 35 per cent., which 
is practically prohibitive. 

'Frank W. Morse, general manager of 
the G. T. P., recently stated that tin 1 
company was now ready to jet the con- 
tracts for the. last section of the line, 
across the mountains to Prince Rupert, 
as soon as they could find contractors 
ready to take the work with any reason- 
able' assurance of timely delivery. Mr. 
Morse, however, was not sanguine that 
under' existing circumstances it would 
be possible to got any certainty of 
speedy construction. 

Discussing mis matter Henry Phil- 
Hps, secretary of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
ri nr. ri.mnrk'V 1 . that the company Wats 
face' to face witli a fairly stiff proposi- 
tion. The existing resource's for rail- 
way construction in this country were 
already overtaxed, while the tariff ar- 
rangements wore such that no contrac- 
tor from the United States could enter 
the field. 

"With five thousand miles of line to 
be built as a starter," said Mr. Phil- 
lips, "in addition to the large amount 
of work being done by other railways, 
it is pretty difficult to find any rail- 
way contractor who is looking for more 
work In Canada. They have already us 
much as they can take care of. And 
the American contractors, who arc ac- 
customed to these very big jobs, are 
shut out by the prohibitive duty. It 
might be possilde that they could bring 
in their outfits in bqnd. but this Is 
doubtful, and in any event the doubt is 
sufficiently strong to make the condi- 
tion prohibitive, since the duty is -suffi- 
ciently high to make it impossible for 
tin- Americans to bring in their very ex- 
pensive outfits for railway building ami 
do work In tlie face of Canadian com- 
petition. The result seems to be that 
although the Canadian contractors can- 
not keep pace with the work, others are 
not permitted to come In and do it. It 
Is very much like the position taken by 
the labor men in British Columbia, who 
object to the importation of Asiatics to 
do' tin; work required, although there are 
not enough menjij Canada now to meet 
the demand. In 'either case the result 
is a delay In natl.pial progress. 

•'If the government." said Mr. Phil- 
lips, "wants the Grand Trunk Pacific 
to be completed on time It is for them 
to see that those interested in getting 
It built are enalded to get contractors 
and laborers outside Canada if . a suf- 
ficient supply cannot be secured in the 
Dominion." N 

rorcign Crop Summary 

The following is [he Broomha.ll for- 
eign weekly crop summary: 

United Kingdom — Fair progress is be- 
ing made In tlie cutting Of wheat In tlie 
southern districts, the weather, how- 
ever is very unsettled; France — The 
harvesting of wheat is about finished, 
indications point to a good yifid, with 
the quality line. Germany — The weath- 
er continues to show Improvement; fair 
progress is being made in early crops. 
Wheat, however, is still uncut, and 
there is increased anxiety regarding tlie 
potato crop, which needs bright, sunny 
weather. Hungary— An official report 
for the 15th of August places the yield 
of corn at 118,400,0011 bushels. This in- 
dication is for a full average crop. Last 
year the corn crop amounted to lM.ODi),- 
000 bushels, and in 1005 to 104,80.0.000 
bushels. Australia.— Indications point 
to a fair cereal harvest. Bulgaria — Ac- 
cording to a semi-official report the 
crops of wheat will be fully 21,(100, 000 
less than last year. The corn crop is 
very irregular, but an average yield Is 
looked for. Russia— Occasional com- 
plaints are heard as a result of disap- 
pointing harvest returns for Wheat. The 
outlook for corn is satisfactory. 

MONEY SITUATION ABROAD 

English leaders Arc Vorv Cautious— 
Afraid, of American Securities 

Montreal, Aug. 27. — "American securi- 
ties are certainly net favorably looked 
upon In London Just now, and In fact, 
this will apply to Paris as well," was 
the statement made yesterday by Ed- 
win Hansen, the Montreal banker, who 
had just returned from Kuroue. 

Discussing the financial situation 
abroad. Mr. Hansen said ho did not be- 
lieve that tlie feeling of unrest all over 
the world was caused by apprehension 
in Paris as to the ability of Russia to 
pay llii' interest on her bonded debt. 
There was not much danger of anything 
like this happening, hut the fact re- 
mained that all eyes are turned lo words 
the United States, where the campaign 
against corporations and money inter- 
ests had become most intense. 

"Hut do not English money lenders 
realize that thore Is a good deal of poll- 
ties in tills American agitation?" Mr. 
Hansen was asked. 

He replied that it was true that 
foreigners had a pretty good idea, of 
political methods on this side of the 
Atlantic, hut they also observed that 
courts are levying fines upon corpora- 
tions, that railways are being taxed on 
all sides, and they likewise noticed that 
a big city like New York finds public 
confidence so greatly shaken that, she Is 
unable to sell-hcr bonds. All this, he 
said, tepded to create an unusual feeling 
of mistrust in every old world money 
centre, This is especially the case In 
London! and It Is shared In Paris as 
well, for It. has not been vorv long since 
the Pennsylvania railway placed a $50.- 
000.000 loan on the French market, 
while other large loans have also been 
taken by French Investors. 

On the whole Mr. Hanson declares 
that such a situation as the one he. had 
described has the effect of making peo- 
ple cautious nm| to naturally cause them 
to go slow. Financiers think, however, 
that If the market can be let alone; and 
if no attempt Is made to force money 
out of It, Hint. In a few months things 
will right thomsolves. fndustrinr Eng- 
land Is very busy, says Mr. Hansen, and 
both tlie cotton and Iron !uj.d steed In- 
dustries are <m the boom. with. :t great 
denl of money being made. The same 
story also conies from Germany, where 
there Is great activity In tin- manufac- 
turing centres of the empire. Canada, 
he says, is coming 111 for a great ileal 
of attention from abroad, but be nirnln 
repeated warning >s to the advis- 

nbllity of pos'tponlric all financial opera- 
tions for severnl months vet, 

Bank Inspection 

The Journal of the Canadian Bank- 
ers' association has the following on a 



subject that has been'consldorably dis- 
cussed: 

"The disaster of tho Ontario bank 
net on foot a lively discussion as to 
the feasibility and usefulness of a sys- 
tem of Inspection of banks bv officials 
of tin; government. But few prominent 
bunkers have placed themselves on re- 
cord as favoring such a plan. Yet, out 
of the discussion one point of impor- 
tance has emerged, and that a point |n 
favor of more thorough Inspection than 
has been customary In some of our 
banks. The inspection demanded Is, 
however, an Inspection, not by govern- 
ment officials for the Information of 
the representatives of the nubile, but by 
the officials of the bank itself. As 
the head office is the. focus of the hank 
and business, the opportunities for de- 
veloping- dangerous weakness are great- 
est there. The submission of Its oper- 
ations to inspection, and inspection 
without previous warning, would at 
least impose an Important check on evil 
practices where their power for evil 
is greati-st. The liability to Inde- 
pendent criticism serves as a Wholesotnu 
restraint, and a recent event has once 
more illustrated the dangers which may 
attend the unchecked exercise of pow- 
ers too autocratic. Whether govern- 
ment inspection be or be not desirable, 
or even if it be mischievous, thorough 
interna! Inspection seems capable of 
effecting no little good." 



PRICES LOWEST IN YEARS. 

Demoralization in the Ne.w York 
stock market lias reached such an ex- 
tent that many lirst-class securities 
are selling lower than they have done 
In years. A mere comparison of prices 
does not show the full extent of the 
declines, for In many instances prices 
are as low as they were when the con- 
dition of the property was inferior to 
what It is today and. in many cases 
when lower dividends were paid. 

This is illustrated strikingly in the 
caso of St. Paul, which is now paying 
an annual dividend of 7 per cent, and

Erie common 
lias lost about 60 per cent, since 1005, 
when dividends were just starting an 
the second preferred and the .slock Is 
20 points lower than In 1004, when lio 
payments were made on the secoaJ 
preferred issue. 

In 1S96 Great Northern preferred 
sold as low as 108%, paying 5 per 
cent, annual dividends. It is within 
less than 10 points of that price, ill • 
though it now pays 7 per cent, and 
since 1S86 has received many valuable 
bonuses in the way of subscription 
rights, clc. Northern Pacific sold 
yesterday within a fraction of Its 
March panic price and to And as low 
a quotation as that of yesterday and 
todav, prior to last March, one must 
go back in the records to 1001, when 
t-ie slock sold as low as 77U. 'though 
in thai, year the famous corner took 
it rnosequcntly to $1,000 a share. New 
York Central has not sold as low 
since 1S97', when it was paying 1 per 
cent, dividends, whereas now the rate 
is 6 per cent., although comparisons 
In this instance arc vitiated by tii; 
fact that the statements o£ the com- 
pany's earnings show that it does not 
earn its full dividends at preie'U, The

Pennsylvania railroad, however, is 
paying 7 per cent, a year with a good 
margUi of safety around the rale, as 
against G per cent.

yet the quotation is within a few 
points of the tow figure of 1903, when 
the stock sold at 107 1-8. A.naconda 
Copper has not been so low since 1904, 
when tlie dividend rate was equal to 
1 per cent., while now it pays 21 per 
cent, per annum. National Lead is 
paying 5 per cent, a year, but It lias 
never sold as low since 1905 when 110 
dividends were paid, and if is more 
than 20 points below 1906, when only 
4 per cent, was the rate. United 
States steel common has sold lower 
than in March last and to find as low 
a quotation as that of today we must 
go back four years. The company's 
earnings for the first half of the cur- 
rent year were equal to over 18 per 
cent; on the common stock. United 
States Steel preferred has sold as low 
as in the March panic and previous 
to that time prices were not sn low 
as they are today since 1905. It may 
be added with regard to the dividend - 
paying properties listed at the Stock 
Exchange that In general earnings 
have been two or three limes the am* 
ourit of the sums distributed to share-; 
holders.

tlnatlon is a human and comforting 
doctrlno and that all peoples are to a 
great extent believers in it. As Dr. 
Kelgwin cxplainccd it, predestination 
docs not mean that all the affairs of 
life have been so arranged that some 
will be saved and others lost no mat- 
ter how they strive. That Impression 
Is wrong, according io Dr. Kelgwin. 
Predestination means that God lias 
used those surric rights men claim for 
themselves; he has mapped out a plan 
for the world, and the supernatural lift! 
each man will depend altogether upon 
tho exercise of the free will which 
each possesses. 

Dr. Kelgwin divided his subject un- 
der two heads,' preordination and elec- 
tion. He preached on the former at 
the morning' .service and on the latter 
at night. 

In opening, Dr. Keigwln said that he 
was entering on an impossible task. 
He was supposed in the course of 
twenty minutes or so, to expound an 
important doctrine ami to explain 
what the great minds of years had 
thought about it. it was a doctrine 
rarely preached upon. He had to dis- 
cuss whether this doctrine was not 
only taught in Holy Writ, but also that 
It submits to humnn teaching and ex- 
perience, In dividing the .subjects, Dr. 
Keigwln asked is it a doctrine that 
appeals to the national mind, is - it a 
doctrine that we believe In today. Pro- 
ceeding, Dr. Kelgwin said that "this 
doctrine must not be confounded with 
the accepted theory thai predestination 
means that some men are elected to 
be saved and others fated to lie 
damned. That was an absurd doctrine. 
God claimed no more for himself than 
men claimed for themselves. 

From the thirteenth chapter and 
twelfth verse of Paul's first letter to 
tho Corinthians, (he preacher found a 
helpful text. "Now we see through a 
glass darkly." This "now," the preach- 
er said, was tho present. It was the 
present with all men. -The glass, ho 
explained, was life, and the difficulty 
was that we could not seo things In 
their right -shapes and forms at this 
moment. The trouble was that many 
people who admitted their Inability to 
understand the things of history, art 
and science, claimed fall knowledge 
when It came to religion. 

It was a grand thing for a man to 
know his limitations. "When man 
comes to' study he must first find out 
what he has to learn. The trouble 
about the study of religion is that 
many men first say. 'I know.' God 
doesn't demand of you any more than 
you can do. God never asks of any 
man anything less remarkable than 
for you to be fair to yourself." 

Warning his hearers to beware of 
the man who claims to know it all, Dr. 
Kelgwin Illustrated by story and 
simile the difficulty of theological 
Study. "The best wo can do is to get 
a general perspective of God's mind." 

Dr. Kelgwin found in the doctrine of 
Predestination the greatest comfort of 
the church. That it was not a dis- 
tinct prerogative of Presbyter lahism 
ho asserted, saying that Roman Catho- 
lics, Methodists, Congregatlonalists, 
even Mormans, Mohammedans and 
Orientalists believe In the. doctrine of 
Predestination. 

"Predestination means that God has 
a plan for the progress of the world. 
You wouldn't make a dress without a 
plan; if you did you wouldn't wear it." 
Just like any worldly architect or 
contractor God has first prepared a 
plan and he is following it out. To his 
way of thinking, Dr. Keigwln found 
the doctrine a helpful one and one 
possessed by every optimist. Dr. 
Keigwln said that raKh was a great 
help and added that men should not 
try to settle the great questions which 
aroused them to say: "1 wonder. If 
any question bothers you nut it aside. 
Stop trying to discover for yourself 
why the good die young and why the 
sinner is allowed to live and prosper." 

Dr. Keigwln told how he had ripped 
off a drumhead in his boyhood to find 
out what was the mystery of On. drum 
and tin? onlv thug he found was what 
a fool he had been. Bui even that 
was something. A man had learned a 
lol when he reached thai stage. Years 
later be learned what caused the 
noise. If ho had waited lie could have 
saved his drum. Many of us cut the 
drum head of Christianity. Bo patient," 
Dr. Keigwln again reiterated his be- 
lief in God's plan, and In conclusion 
said that all of Cod's plans are right.

Xews of the discovery In North 
Rorneo of a strange saurian unknown 
to zoologists was brought bv D. IT.

An attempt was made to cap- 
ture, or at least to socure a. descrip- 
tion of tlie strange unknown saurian, 
but this was unsuccessful. .Mr. Dim- 
la]) of the colonial service at Sanda- 
kan was in charge of this work. 

Tin: discovery was made by some 
Britishers, men of repute, whose

SPEAKS PRAISES OF 
: BRITISH COLOMBIA 



Ex-Premier Turner Gives Inter- 
esting Interview in 
Montreal 



The following interview with linn. 
J. H. Turner, former premier anil now 
agent-general of British Columbia in 
London, appears In a recent issue of 
the .Montreal Gazette: 

"The annual value of British Colum- 
bia's products per capita is larger than 
that of any oLher country in the 
world." This was one of the interest- 
ing statements made at the Windsor 
yesterday by the Hon. J. H. Turner, 
former premier of the Pacific pro- 
vince, and for the past six years 
agenL-genera! of British Columbia in 
London. British Columbia, Jie says, 
is more talked of today in London 
than any other province of the Do- 
minion of Canada, chiefly because of 
the great display of fruit they make 
each year at the Colonial Fruit show 
of the Royal Horticultural society. 
They have taken all the gold medals 
and last year the success of the car- 
load of fruit sent to England from the 
coast province of the Dominion was 
marked. Although a good market 
would be obtained at home they sold 
'the car load at auction in Coveht Gar- 
don, Liverpool and London for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining how much, if any, 
prollti could bo obtained 011 the sale of 
this fruit. After tills. fruit bad been 
exhibited In England it was sold in 
the manner described at a handsome 
profit. 

Now the demand for British Colum- 
bia fruit in London is great and the 
favorable point for British Columbia 
is in the fact that the production from 
competing countries such as Australia 
and Africa does not appear on the 
London market until the Brftlsh Col- 
umbia season is over. British Colum- 
bia apples are so well known and ap- 
preciated in London that they retail 
in the best shops of the west end at 
sixpence each.

his province occupied the agent- 
general said: "Our credit abroad is 
fully equal to that of any oilier pro- 
vince or colony. When 1 was first called 
to the treasury of the province the re- 
venue was only $500,0UU, and when I 
left office the figure had reached $2^- 
000,000, which lias increased during 
the past six years to no less than $4,- 
000,000. Our development is going 
ahead at a rapid rate, and Where fif- 
teen years ago the outside world did 
not know that we could raise a barrel 
of fruit, I think tiie total yield last year 
reached three thousand tons, and 1 
should say that our success in fruit 
rasing is because of the good laws af- 
fecting tile bringing in of good sound 
trees and the great care that is taken 
of them, 1 believe the fruit trees of 
British Columbia are the cleanest in 
tho world. Those of the old country 
don't begin to be equal to our own." 

Hon. Mr. Turner believes that his 
province will make a particularly good 
showing next year at the Franco- 
British exhibition in London, where the 
display of the manufactures and pro- 
ducts of those two nations and their 
colonies will be the envy of the world 
from tlie month of May till October. 
Although the money guarantee at Brit- 
ish shows is never needed, for they 
always more than pay their expenses, 
tlie sum of £300,000 has been sub- 
scribed for that purpose, the name of 
Lord Strathcona and .Mount Royal be- 
ing down for .C 10,000. Tills great 
Franco -British exhibition is the result 
of the entente cordiale, and tlie French 
nation is putting forth big efforts to 
do her part. The promoters of tin; 
show have purchased 140 acres of land,, 
in the outskirts of London, and as tho 
location is exceedingly favorable as far 
as railway facilities are concerned 
many millions of peoplo are expected 
to attend. 

Tho Olympian games are to be a 
feature, and tlie Stadium now being 
erected for that purpose, will seat no 
.less than 100,000 persons. Tlie French 
are so enthusiastic over tlie affair that 
almost every town in the Republic has 
its British-Franco exhibition commit- 
tee working in common with the cen- 
tral committee in Paris. Mr. Turner 
expressed (lie hope that the Canadian 
government and the people as well will 
endeavor to make an exhibit that will 
be worthy of the Dominion. 

Referring to immigration matters 
the agent-general said that tho gov- 
ernment of British Columbia had just 
concluded arrangements whereby some 
fifteen hundred agricultural workers 
were coining out to that province dur- 
ing tlu; coming spring. A great many 
more, lie said, would come if the trip 
out was not. so expensive, as there were 
many quite disposed to come, and 
thero was room in tho western pro- 
vince for all that could find their way 
over to tho Pacific coast. 

Speaking of the recent visit ,of Pre- 
mier McBrJ.de to London, Mr. Turner 
said that tho young statesman had 
created the moat favorable Impression

The saloons, or at least a large per- 
centage of them, have continued open 
after midnight. There are at present 
some 70 saloons and hotels in the city, 
of which probably 20 saloons have kept 
open. The order of the police last night 
threatened prosecution should the sa- 
loon proprietors refuse to obey. 

Mayor Morley stated last night that 
tho order was tho result of a desire 
on the part of tlie city to seo that jus- 
tice was done to those saloons which 
closed at tho regular closing hour. 
Thero had been really no change In 
tho sll nation, and the city did not wish 
to press the matter too closely, hut 
since tho city solicitor and Mr. Elliott 
had advised that tho city should pros- 
ecute he felt satisfied that those who 
closed and observed the provisions of 
the bylaw should bo protected. The 
decision of Chief Justice Hunter did 
not, in lils opinion, change the matter. 
There was no- question of tho validity 
of the bylaw as to the closing of sa- 
loons at midnight, which was ordered
